Intolerance is more widespread 
now in the United States than it 


has ever been before, declared 
Roger N. Baldwin, director of the 
Civil Liberties Union, in St. Louis 
last night. ‘“‘The forces that make 
for tolerance are not strong today, 
and the radical movement is at the 
lowest ebb in years,” he said. “The 
Socialist and Socialist-Labor parties 
have fewer members than ever he- 
fore. While intolerance is more 
safely intrenched than ever before.

Yesterday Attor- 
ney-General Grady of that 6tate 
tried to find out how it was that 
the St. Paul had bought Its electric 
power from Ryan’s Montane Power 
Co. to the apparently great profit 
of the latter. He asked if it were 
not a strange coincidence that the 
St. Paul took up electrification of 
the Puget Sound extension soon 
after Ryan became a director.. 

Rockefeller Originated Pian. 

“Well. I was very enthustfastic 
about electrification of rafilroads, 
and that may have had something 
to do with it,” Ryan sald. He 
maintained, however, that the 
project originated with William 
Rockefeller and J. J. Farling, for- 
mer president of the St. Paul. 

Then Grady went into the ar- 
| rangement by which the electrifi- 

cation was brought about. He 
showed that the Thompson Falis 
Power Co. was purchased from the 
St. Paul in 1903 for $960,000 by the 
Montana Power Co., controlled by 
Ryan. It was placed on the Mon- 
tana Power Co.’s books as an as- 
set of $5,000,000, and last year 
earned 6% per cent on that capital- 
ization. 

Ryan admitted this, but said the 
Thompson Falls Power Co.’s profits 
were derived from other business 
than that with the St. Paul.

| whom she met in Paris just after 
her first glorious Covent Garden 
season in 1889. One of the first 
things Wilde ever said to her was: 
“Ah, Mme. Melba! I am the Lord 
of Language and you are the Queen 
of Song, and so I suppose I shall 
have to write you a sonnet.” 
| she goes on: 

“A thing he said once to me 
lingers in my memory, because. as 
one knew later, it was terribly truo. 
Hic had been talking to me about 
his little sons. ‘Il was telling them 
stories last night,’ he said, ‘of little 
boys who were naughty and who 
made their mothers cry, and what 
dreadful things would happen to 
them unless they became better, 
and do you know what one of them 
answered? He asked me what pun- 
ishment could be reserved for 
naughty papas who did not come 
home till the early morning, and 
made mother cry far more?’ ”’ 

Her last meeting with Wilde was 
also in Paris, three years after his 
downfall. Here is how she de- 
scribes it: 

“There lurched around the cor- 
ner a tall, shabby man, his collar 
turned up to his neck, a hunteg 
look in his eyes. I was «about to 
pass on, when he stopped. 

‘Mme. Melba—you don't know 
who I am? I’m Oscar Wilde,’ ha 
said, ‘and I’m going to do a terri- 
ble thing. I'm going to ask you for 
money.’ 

“I could hardly bear to look at 
him, not from hatred, put from 
shame and pity.

A can sct 
on a back porch or even buried 
nearby and kept covered draws 
flies, and attracts stray animals, On 
rainy days it is also rather inacces- 
sible. 

If a little dry, slaked lime is 
thrown into the garbage hole fre- 
quently there will be no odor aris- 
ing from it during the sun-drying 
process. If melon rinds are cut 
In several pieces before being 
thrown out into the hole they will 
dry away much more quickly.
